BARCLAYS BANK LIMITED 
MR. EDWIN FISHER’S SPEECH 


The Forty-third Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
Limited was held, on 20 January, at Southern House, London, 
E.C. 

Mr. Edwin Fisher (chairman) said that the twelve months 
covered by their accounts—a year made memorable by the 
Coronation—had been eventful in many respects. The year had 
seen industrial production in this country and the employment 
of insured workers raised to record high levels, an improvement 
in the position of the Special Areas, advancing wages and com- 
pany profits, and rising internal and external trade. It had not 
been, however, without its anxieties, which, as the months had 
passed, might have served to cause some diminution in that 
confidence which had carried the country through five years of 
recovery. The political outlook abroad had remained clouded. 
In the United States of America there had been a definite decline 
in business activity, which, in view of the economic importance 
of that country, must be taken into account in considering the 
prospects for world trade. It would appear, however, that the 
reasons underlying much of the recession in business on the 
other side of the Atlantic had been domestic rather than inter- 
national, and in so far as the remedy lay in the hands of the 
United States, it was to be hoped that lost confidence would 
soon be regained and that private enterprise would be encouraged 
to exert its influence towards the betterment of trade in that 
country, which was so important a factor in world prosperity. 


PROSPERITY OF GREAT BRITAIN 

That trade was good in the United Kingdom at the moment no 
one would deny. But the very existence of that satisfactory 
state of things caused some people, unwilling to count their 
blessings, to look with unwholesome persistence for the ‘‘ slump ”’ 
which they felt must of necessity be round the corner. They 
should have a proper sense of values. That bad times followed 
good was common knowledge, and trade charts, with their peaks 
and depressions, supplied evidence of this; but, as the stage 
was set to-day—and it was a different setting from that of 1929— 
there was little justification for undue concern. We must count 
ourselves fortunate that we in this country had a measure of 
general prosperity which was by no means universal. But no 
country could prosper in isolation and every effort should, there- 
fore, be made to widen the circle of well-being, so that all nations 
might share in the improvement which scientific and technical 
developments had made possible. 

It could not, however, be ignored that recently there had been 
some fall from the high levels of production and employment 
attained earlier in the year. This movement had been due in 
part to seasonal influences, which appeared to have been more 
marked in 1937 than in recent years, and in part to a setback 
in some industries which had been particularly affected by the 
severe decline in prices of their raw materials. The heavy in- 
dustries might be expected to remain active, and although 
naturally the Government’s rearmament programme had affected 
them favourably, there were other factors which had helped to 
make these industries leaders in the general prosperity which 
was being enjoyed. The rearmament programme upon which the 
country had been forced to embark would involve a heavy burden 
upon the country—a burden which did not cease with the com- 
pletion of the programme, since provision for maintenance must 
necessarily be large, if that measure of strength which is so 
essential under present conditions were to be retained. It was 
to be hoped, therefore, that a growth of good will and mutual 
understanding between the nations might make it possible to 
reduce expenditure on armaments and so lead to a lightening of 
national budgets. 


IMPORTANCE OF OVERSEAS TRADE 

As the armaments programme proceeded, it would provide, 
directly and indirectly, employment for a large number of 
persons for a considerable period, but it was clear that outlay 
on armaments must be classed as unproductive expenditure. The 
aim must be to ensure that, as the work was completed, other 
work would be ready to take its place, and that preoccupation 
with production for defence purposes did not cause us to neglect 
our overseas markets. Overseas trade is a vital necessity to 
this country and, although the substantial rise which took place 
in our exports last year is encouraging, it was overshadowed by 
a still greater increase in imports. The resulting rise in our 
unfavourable balance of merchandise trade will no doubt be 
partly made good by an expansion in ‘‘ invisible’ exports and 
if, in the future, we are to avoid deficits on our balance of 
international payments, it seems that we must endeavour to 
narrow the gap between imports and exports of merchandise. 
This should be brought about by an increase of exports rather 
than by a curtailment of imports, for the restriction of imports 
would press hardly upon those countries who, through their 
sales to us and to others, are enabled to buy those things 
which are requisite to their needs. At the same time, the high 
level of our import trade demands a flourishing export trade 
if we are to enjoy the continuance of our relatively high 
standard of living. In the architecture of our island economy 
the export trade might justly be regarded as a keystone and, 
in appreciating the value of this keystone to the general struc- 
ture, it is our duty to see that nothing is done to impair its 





strength. The need for exports has never been greater than 
it is to-day, and of all the problems facing us it ranks amongst 
the foremost in importance. Our efforts to secure markets 
abroad should, therefore, be active and unceasing. Competi- 
tion is very keen, and we should be ever on the alert to sense 
the changing needs of our customers and be ready to adapt our 
productive organisation to meet them. 

Whatever the future might hold, it could safely be said that 
on balance this country was in a stronger position to meet any 
changes which might cause fluctuations in the level of prosperity 
than it was only a few years ago. Taking all the various factors 
into consideration, therefore, they might regard the year 1937 
as one of further progress. 

THE BANK’S ACCOUNTS 

Current, deposit and other accounts on 31 December last 
amounted to the record figure for the bank of £434,645,323, 
and showed an increase of about £5 million compared with the 
figure twelve months earlier. The total was very widely spread, 
both as to locality and industry. ‘They had about 1,850,000 
accounts, and the increase during the year had been well 
maintained. It would be seen, therefore, that the average amount 
held on current or deposit account was in the neighbourhood 
of £230. 

There had been a considerable expansion in the bank's 
advances during the past twelve months, the total on 31 Decem- 
ber last being £196,264,896, compared with £179,655,011 at the 
end of 1936. This rise, which had been well distributed, re- 
flected the increased trading activity of the country and the 
higher level of prices. 

The net profit amounted to the sum of £2,133,825 3s. 11d. and 
showed an increase of £239,464 3s. 6d. compared with the 
previous year. The directors had decided to appropriate a 
sum of £500,000 as an addition to the published reserve of 
the bank, making that fund £10,750,000, and recommended the 
payment of dividends at the same rates as previously, namely, 
10 per cent. per annum on the ‘‘ A ”’ shares and 14 per cent. 
per annum on the ‘“‘B’”’ and ‘‘C”’ shares, less income tax, 
involving a total of £1,562,202 2s. for the year, leaving the 
sum of £511,390 15s. 3d. to be carried forward. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 

Referring to international conditions, the chairman pointed 
out that the volume of world trade had advanced and was only 
slightly below the level of the year 1929. Satisfactory as this 
progress might be in some respects, it only tended to show 
what could be accomplished if a substantial reduction could 
be made in the numerous restrictions which still hampered 
and obstructed international commerce; they were approaching 
a time when the raising of the standard of living would 
depend more and more upon the lessening of these restrictions. 
There had been some progress in this direction, but he empha- 
sised that much remained to be done, and the method of 
bilateral agreement, slow as this must necessarily be, still 
seemed to be the main practicable way of reducing trade bar- 
riers between countries. It was to be hoped that the negotia- 
tions for an agreement between this country and the United 
States would be brought to an early and successful conclusion. 

When one analysed the reasons underlying many of the re- 
strictions at present in force and the inability to set in motion 
those measures which would help to increase the flow of goods 
between nations, one was struck by the widespread lack of 
confidence prevailing. The effect of this lack of confidence 
could be seen in the endeavours of countries to make themselves 
as far as possible self-sufficient, in the large hoarding of gold 
by individuals, and in the absence of any marked revival in 
foreign lending in the international capital markets. The 
benefit of having a large volume of capital invested overseas as 
a reserve in times of emergency had been demonstrated in the 
past, and it was not always fully appreciated that a very 
large part of the imports which were needed to maintain 
the standard of living of the country was paid for by the 
income received in respect of the savings of British investors. 
To argue that losses in the past had been made in respect of 
loans from this country for development abroad took them 
nowhere, and to refrain from foreign lending on that score 
alone would be unreasonable, although it was realised that, at 
the present time, the number of credit-worthy borrowers in a 
position to approach the international capital markets for funds 
was limited. Care must of necessity be used in the selection 
of the project to be financed, and the test as to whether or 
not it would be remunerative should be applied in each case. 

After mentioning the rise in the adverse balance of mer- 
chandise trade, he said that it might well be that a substantial 
proportion of any money lent abroad should be expended here 
upon the purchase of British goods. During the past year 
there had no doubt been an expansion in receipts from ‘‘ in- 
visible ’’ exports, but the large increase in the excess of imports 
of merchandise must tend to reduce the country’s ability to 
lend abroad. We should, however, aim at least at maintaining 
our external capital and keep before us the desirability where 
possible of providing funds for sound development abroad, 
which in itself would do much to increase world trade. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

RETAIL TRADE IN DECEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1937 WITH 1936 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 116 a table showing the relation of sales in 
December 1937 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1936. Index numberst showing the relation of certain 
sales in December 1937 to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of December 1937 with those for the same date 
in 1936. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of

COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


ADJUSTMENT OF Non-COMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety} of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1936 and 1937 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the 1936 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1937, so far as length of period is concerned. Correc-

tions for differences in length of period between 
December 1936 and December 1937 were few, as the 
calendar month contained the same number of selling 
days in both years. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year 
at least and which were, therefore, actually in opera- 
tion in the two months for which the return is made. 
The object of this is to minimise the danger of showing 
as a general expansion of sales in any district move- 
ments which are not representative of average 
operating results and which possibly reflect transfers 
of trade from established to newly opened concerns. 
Once the new branch or department can report its own 
sales not only for the month in the current year but 
also for the same month a year earlier, the percentage 
movements recorded should not be seriously affected, 
but as the first comparisons will be with a period of 
expanding sales the published statistics will have a 
favourable bias. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH 12 Montus FARLIER 


December.—The money value of daily sales reported 
for December was 8-3 per cent. higher in 1987 than in 
1936. This increase was greater than those reported 
for the two previous months and also than the average 
rise for the eleven months to date. The Midlands and 
South Wales, for the sixth successive month, showed 
the greatest advance (12:3 per cent.). The only district 
decrease reported was 09 per cent. for Central and 
West End London, which has lagged behind the other 
districts for some time now. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to rather. 


less than 50 per cent. of the total value reported for 
December 1937, were higher by 10:0 per cent. This is 
the largest increase since July. Apart from a slight 
fall (0°5 per cent.) in Central and West End London, 
where the sample has certain peculiarities, the rise was 
general in all districts, being largest, 12:1 per cent., in 
the Midlands and South Wales. 


Sales of other merchandise also expanded, though to 
a somewhat smaller extent (6:8 per cent.). As in the 
other division of merchandise, improvement was 
general except in Central and West End London, 
where sales declined by 0-9 per cent. Only hardware, 
among the main categories, failed to reach the level of 
December 1936, though no change was shown for 
furnishing departments. The greatest increase (12-7 
per cent.) was recorded for boots and shoes. Sales in 
this category and also in women’s wear, which showed 
the next highest figure (9°3 per cent.), improved in each 
of the seven districts. The decline in hardware was 
negligible (0°2 per cent.) and was attributable to the 
fall in sales in London. There was a slight improve- 
ment in December, as in November, for both divisions 
of piece-goods; Central and West End London did not 
share in the December improvement and Scotland 
showed a decrease of 5:3 per cent. in dress materials. 


February-December.—Total sales for the eleven 
months February-December exceeded those for the 
corresponding period of 1936 by 7-7 per cent. Sales 
were above the 1936 level in all seven districts, the rise 
being greatest in the Midlands and South Wales (10:3 
Per cent.) and least in Central and West End London 
(26 per cent.). The percentage rise for food and 
Perishables, 9°3 per cent., exceeded that for other mer- 
chandise, 5-9 per cent. Sales in each main category 
were higher than in 1936, the largest increase being 
%4 per cent. for boots and shoes.

INDEX NUMBERS 
AVERAGE Daly SALEs 1n 1933 = 100 


The index numbers based on average daily sales in 
1933 showed the expected seasonal advance in 
December, the peaks reached being considerably above 
the corresponding averages for the year. The index 
of total sales in Great Britain advanced from 131 in 
November to 167 in December; the corresponding 
figure for December 1936 was 154. Both the Decem- 
ber level (148) and the seasonal rise (22 points) were 
smaller in Seotland than in any of the other three 
geographical divisions for which the index numbers are 
calculated. The upward movement covered the same 
number of points (40) in the two London districts, but 
the December indexes stood at very different levels— 
162 in the central area and 183 in the suburbs. 


For food and perishables the December index 
advanced by 23 points to 157. As in each year from 
1934 onwards, the Christmas expansion in this division 
of merchandise was particularly marked in Central and 
West End London, where, however, the sample may 
not be so representative as in other districts. In 1937 
the December advance for this area amounted to no 
less than 83 points, bringing the index to the peak level 
of 192—one point below the corresponding figure in 
1936. 


The seasonal rise between November and December 
is usually much steeper for the country as a whole in 
other merchandise than in food and perishables, and 
in 1937 the index for other merchandise rose by 50 
points to 178. In Suburban London an advance of as 
much as 63 points brought the index to 207, this being 
the first time daily sales in any district in any month 
have been more than twice the daily average in 1933 
for either description of merchandise. 


STOCKS 


The cost value of stocks at the end of December 1937 
was 3°5 per cent. above that recorded for a year earlier. 
The increase for last month is the lowest for any month 
since February 1937, and compares with 5°6 per cent. 
for November and 7:4 per cent. for October, the highest 
figure yet recorded. There were no decreases among 
the districts, though the South of England failed to 
show any advance. The largest increase (5-8 per cent.) 
was reported for North-East England. Stocks of food 
and perishables were slightly lower than a year ago 
(0-5 per cent.), this being the only decrease to date in 
the eleven months of the trading year. Stocks of other 
merchandise expanded by 3-8 per cent., the most 
marked increase (16°9 per cent.) being recorded for 
fancy departments and the only decrease (1:0 per cent.) 
for boots and shoes. Odonsiderable increases were 
shown for miscellaneous and unallocated goods (10-2 
per cent.), sports and travel goods (8'2 per cent.) and 
hardware (81 per cent.). 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
those retail shops for which this information is fur- 
nished was 2°3 per cent. greater at the end of Decem- 
ber 1937 than a year earlier, this being the smallest 
increase recorded during 1937. The only decline was 
in Suburban London (0°9 per cent.), while the increase 
was greatest in North-East England (3-5 per cent.). 
Selling staffs—which are reported by fewer contributors 
—increased by a slightly greater percentage (2°6 per 
cent.) and no district showed any decline in this 
section. The expansion in the number of juveniles 
continued, amounting to 4°9 per cent. for the country 
as a whole and to as much as 10-9 per cent. for the 
South of England.

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VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
FOURTH QUARTER AND YEAR 1937 


The issue of the ‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 
90 January 1938 included a’review in some detail of 
the oversea trade of the United Kingdom during the 
fourth quarter and the year 1937 as compared with 
preceding quarters and with the previous year, dealing 
specifically with certain important classes of goods, 
details of the external trade in which are recorded by 
quantities in the monthly Trade Accounts. 


In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom there is given, on pages 120-23, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
year 1937 and that of 1935 and 1936; this comparison 
is based on a revaluation of the trade of the two later 
years at the average values shown by the records of 
the whole year 1935. The tables also contain index 
numbers of volume and of average values for the 
fourth quarter of each of these years, based in the case 
of volume on the quarterly average for the year 1935. 
The results establish a relation between the volume of 
our external trade in each of these periods, eliminating 
the factor of price changes, and they also furnish an 
index of the aggregate effect of the alterations in prices 
which have taken place since 1935. By relating these 
data to similar data previously calculated in respect 
of preceding periods, a broad review can be made of 
the trend of our oversea trade on a quantitative basis 
and also of the price variations experienced in that 
trade since 1935. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
sroups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the re-valuation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during 1937, at the average 
values of 1935, are summarised in the following table, 
in which, also, figures for 1935 are inserted for pur- 
poses of comparison. The corresponding figures for 
1936 will be found in a later table.

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
chandise, in the year 1987, showed a very considerable 
crease in comparison with 1935. After making allow- 
ance for price changes which have occurred in the 
intervening period, the volume of imports is seen to 
have been about 13 per cent. greater than in 1935, 
while exports of United Kingdom goods increased by 
about 11 per cent. and re-exports by about 8 per cent. 


In comparison with the year 1936 imports showed 
an increase of 6 per cent., exports of United Kingdom 
goods an increase of 94 per cent., and re-exports an 
Increase of 3} per cent. 


The average values of imports were about 14 per cent. 
higher than in 1936 and 20 per cent. higher than in 








1935. For United Kingdom exports the corresponding 
increases were 8 per cent. compared with 1936 and 
10 per cent. compared with 1935, while in the case of 
re-exports the average values were 19} per cent. higher 
than in 1936 and nearly 32 per cent. higher than in 
1935. 

Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in each of the quarters of 1936 and of last year are 
shown in the following table, the figures in brackets 
relating to the trade in the corresponding period of 
1935 revalued on the basis of average values of the 
whole year 1935.

Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles last year exceeded those of 1936 by 12 per 
cent. and those of 1935 by 16 per cent. Compared 
with a year earlier, twelve of the twenty groups showed 
increases, of which the largest were for iron and steel 
(38 per cent.); non-ferrous metals (28 per cent.), 
manufactured oils, etc. (22 per cent.), and leather (13 
per cent.). The only decrease exceeding 6 per cent. 
was for vehicles (22 per cent.). 


Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles in the fourth quarter of 1937 were about 12 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier—iron and steel showing 
ariso of 45 per cent.—and about 51 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding period of 1935.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of British 
exports of food, drink and tobacco last year was 6 per 
cent. more than in 1936 and 17 per cent. more than in 
1935. Exports of beverages and cocoa preparations, 
the most important group, increased in volume com- 
pared with the previous year by 11 per cent., following 
a rise in 1936 of 32 per cent., while for the large 
‘“* other food ’’ group a rise of about 3 per cent. was 
recorded last year, following an equal decline between 
1935 and 1936. Exports of tobacco were 15 per cent. 
greater in volume than in 1936; of the smaller groups 
grain and flour showed a fall of 25 per cent. and fresh 
fruit and vegetables a rise of 20 per cent. For the last 
quarter exports of food, drink and tobacco were very 
slightly less than a year earlier, when the volume was 
exceptionally high, but were 8 per cent. more than in 
the fourth quarter of 1935. There was a considerable 
seasonal increase (11 per cent.) compared with the pre- 
ceding quarter. 

Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
in 1937 were about 3 per cent. higher than in 1936 and 
5 per cent. higher than in 1935; average values for 
the class as a whole changed but little during 1987, 
and the increase in the fourth quarter compared with 
a year earlier was under 2 per cent. Comparing 1937 
with 1936, increases were recorded for each group 
except tobacco and meat, by far the largest being for 
grain and flour (27 per cent.). Beverages and cocoa 
preparations, ‘‘ other food ’’ and dairy produce each 
showed rises in average values of between 1 and 4 per 
cent. 


Raw Materials.—Exports of raw materials last year 
were about 10 per cent. greater in volume than in 1936 
but only about 1 per cent. greater than in 19365. 
Exports of coal, which represent nearly 60 per cent. of 
the value of raw materials exported, increased in 
volume by 14 per cent. compared with 1936, and the 
remaining groups also showed an aggregate increase. 
Exports of raw wool, ete., second in importance to 
coal, showed a decline of about 8 per cent., following 
a drop of 15 per cent. a year earlier; the only other 
group for which a smaller volume than in 1936 was 
recorded was undressed hides and skins. Non-ferrous 
ores and scrap and miscellaneous raw materials showed 
rises of the order of 10 per cent., and there was a small 
increase for unmanufactured oils, ete. For the last 
quarter of the year, exports in this class were about 
2 per cent. less than in the same period of 1936; coal 
showed a rise of 11 per cent., but there were many 
large declines, of which the most notable, exceeding 
50 per cent., was that recorded for raw wool, etc. 


The average values of raw materials exported in 1937 
were nearly 15 per cent. higher than in 1936 and about 
21 per cent. higher than in 1935. Compared with the 
previous year, exports of coal rose in average value by 
18 per cent., and all the other groups except the un- 
important rubber group showed increases, among which 
may be mentioned:—Raw wool, etc. (25 per cent.), 
unmanufactured oils (15 per cent.), and non-ferrous 
ores and scrap (41 per cent.). 


In the last quarter of the year, average values of 
raw materials exported were over 14 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier and 21 per cent. higher than in the 
last quarter of 1935. For coal there was a rise of 17 
per cent. compared with October-December 1936, and 
for two groups—iron ore and scrap and paper-making 
materials—increases exceeding 50 per cent. were 
recorded. Average values for the class as a whole were 
about 2 per cent. less than in the preceding quarter. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports of manufactuured 
articles last year were 10 per cent. greater in volume 
than in 1936 and over 12 per cent. greater than in 
1935. The progress quarter by quarter during the last 
three vears is shown in the table on page 124; it will be 
seen that the normal seasonal movement, which is 
roughly typified by the 1935 figures, was practically 
reversed in 1937, the last quarter in particular, which 
normally shows a small rise, showing a definite

1937, and of the last quarter of those years, by estimating, as nearly as available data permit, the value which 
would be put upon imports and exports in the mass if each item had the same average value per unit of quantity — ~ 
as was declared for goods of the same description in the year 1935. 

In this way aggregate figures are obtained, the comparisons of which with the actual values recorded for the 
periods in question and for the year 1935 enable the extent of the influence of price changes, and the aggregate 
changes in the volume of gocds imported and exported, to be estimated.

Of the twenty groups in this class, fourteen showed 
increases in volume of between 10 and 20 per cent. 
compared with 1936; three others—cotton yarns and 
manufactures, apparel, and miscellaneous manufac- 
tured articles—recorded increases up to 10 pen cent., 
while the remaining three—manufactures of wool, 
rubber, and wood and timber—showed declines of less 
than 2 per cent. Compared with 1935 there was a 
greater variety of movement, but no decline exceeded 
5 per cent.; the largest increase, for the vehicles group, 
was 35 per cent. For the five largest groups last year 
the changes relative to 1936 and 1935 are shown 
below :—

1935. Compared with a year earlier eleven of the 
groups showed increases, the largest being in respect oj 
non-ferrous metals (86 per cent.), machinery (24 per 
cent.), cutlery, etc. (16 per cent.), and vehicles (14 
per cent.). Of the decreases recorded for nine groups, 
those for manufactures of cotton and of wool, 10 per 
cent, and 14 per cent., respectively, were the most 
important. 


Average values of manufactured articles exported 
last year were 8 per cent. higher than in 1936 and 
10 per cent. higher than in 1935. Every group 
showed an increase above the values of 1936, the most 
important being for iron and steel (16 per cent), 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (12 per 
cent.) and cotton yarns and manufactures (10 per 
cent.). Increases of between 5 and 6 per cent. were 
recorded for machinery and vehicles. For the class as 
a whole, average values were 11 per cent. higher in the 
last quarter of 1987 than a year earlier; again no group 
showed a decline, and the increases recorded for the 
five important groups mentioned above were greater 
than in the yearly comparison, that for iron and steel 
being nearly 29 per cent. 

The following table gives for the years 1935-37 the 
course of the average values of manufactured articles 
exported. It will be seen that the increase in the last 
quarter was considerably less than in the preceding 
three quarters, and in this connection it may be noted 
that the rise in average values of imported raw 
materials ceased in the third quarter.

BANK DEBITS 
TURNOVER OF LONDON CLEARING BANKS 


An article appeared in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 28 January 1937 (page 115) dealing with 
the turnover in 1936 of the eleven London Clearing 
Banks, viz. Barclays, Lloyds, Midland, National Pro- 
vincial, Westminster, Coutts and Company, Glyn, 
Mills and Company, Martins, National, Williams 
Deacon’s, and the District Bank, the last mentioned 
having been admitted to the London Bankers’ Clearing 
House as from the beginning of that year. For the 
purpose of comparing the 1936 and 1987 figures with 
those of earlier years it may be estimated that the 
inclusion of particulars for the District Bank repre- 
sented an increase of between 3 and 4 per cent., but 
definitive data are not available. Country cheques of 
this Bank were previously cleared in the House 
through other channels. 


The figures do not cover (a) branches of those banks 
situated outside England and Wales or (b) non-clearing 
banks affiliated to or owned by a Clearing Bank. The 
““ turnover ’’ of the banks is the total amount of the 
debit entries to current accounts (deposit accounts 
being excluded) as shown in their books, without allow- 
ance for items which are not strictly cheques or bills 
(e.g. transfers from one account to another). The 
Metropolitan and the Country Cheque Clearings, shown 
with the turnover figures in the table on page 127, are 
sub-divisions of the clearings through the London 


Clearing House, while the provincial clearings are the 
aggregate of the clearings through the Clearing Houses 
at Birmingham, Bradford, Bristol, Hull, Leeds, 
Leicester, Liverpool, Manchester, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Nottingham and Sheffield. 

The clearings figure is about 12 per cent. of the turn- 
over figure, the major part of the difference represent- 
ing business done in the City of London. The turn- 
over figures are swelled by the volume of financial 
transactions in the City area, by speculative activity 
on the London Stock Exchange and produce markets, 
and by new capital issues. The total of the three 
clearings figures, i.e. excluding from the aggregate 
clearings those in the Town Clearing area, though 
affected to some extent by the factors above men- 
tioned, notably in connection with the Provincial Stock 
Exchanges and produce markets, gives a fairly reliable 
indication of general business, as distinct from purely 
financial activity. An index based on the aggregate 
of the Metropolitan, Country Cheque and Provincial 
Clearings is published monthly in the Economic Tables 
in the ‘* Board of Trade Journal.”’ 

The daily averages for 1937, as compared with 1936. 
show increases in each month, except November and 
December, for the Metropolitan, Country Cheque and 
Provincial Clearings. The turnover figures were higher

in the first seven months but recorded declines in the 
last five months. ‘The average for 1937 shows an 
increase Of about 74 per cent. for clearings and about 
4 per cent. in the turnover figures. Comparing the 
figures for the first and second halves of 1937 with 
those for the corresponding periods of 1936, clearings 
show increases of 12 and 34 per cent., respectively, 
while turnover increased by nearly 14 per cent. in the 
frst half but declined by about 4} per cent. in the 
second half. The difference between the movements 
shown by the two sets of figures for the second half 
of the year may be attributed to Stock Exchange 
activity, which rose in the second half of 1936 and 
declined a year later.

UNPERFORATED ZINC SHEETS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 1938 (S. R. & O., 
1938, No. 8), revoking the current schemes of drawback 
in respect of certain fine gauge unperforated zinc 
sheets used in the manufacture of perforated zinc 
sheets, and approving a new scheme in which the rate 
and basis of drawback are amended as from 18 January 
1938. 

The old schemes made no allowance for waste in 
the perforating process, and therefore relieved the 
exporter of the duty burden on part only of the material 
used. The new scheme renders the drawback more 
nearly commensurate with the total duty burden, and 
thus further assists the trade concerned, which is now 
experiencing keen competition in overseas markets. 

The Order, together with the Recommendation of 
the Advisory Committee, is published (Cmd. 5642) by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2.

THE NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM 
COALFIELD: THE BUSTY SEAM 


The *Report on the Busty seam of the Northumberland 
and Durham coalfield, issued by the Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research, constitutes a comprehensive 
arvey of an important seam over an unusually wide area, 
and forms part of the Physical and Chemical Survey of the 
National Coal Resources. The aim of this national under- 
taking is the provision of the data necessary for the utilisa- 
tion of our coal resources to the best advantage. The Report 
ynder consideration is the forty-first of the series devoted 
to this Survey and is the largest so far issued. 


OCCURRENCE OF THE SEAM 


The Busty seam usually occurs in two distinct parts, and it 
was found expedient to deal with these separately, even where 
the separation only amounts to a slight parting, for elsewhere 
the separation becomes so great that the two parts are worked 
separately, sometimes under distinct names. The Report thus 
js, in effect, a report on two seams. Further, the Busty is 
not only of very widespread occurrence and importance through- 
out the Durham area of the coalfield, but it 1s recognised and 
has been examined in the Northumberland area also, This 
necessitated the taking of a larger number of samples than 
usual, the results being given of the detailed examination, from 
floor to roof, of samples from as many as 56 sampling localities. 


Each sample described is illustrated diagrammatically and full 
data are given. ‘The determinations include proximate analysis, 
ultimate analysis, phosphorus and sulphur, calorific value, 
chlorine, fusion point of ash and the yields on carbonisation in 
the Gray-King apparatus. Ash analyses are given for a certain 
number of the samples. 

In view of the large number of samples examined, and the 
extent of the area surveyed, the results of the work are sum- 
marised in seven groups chosen with regard to geographical 
position and chemical similarity. The limits of these groups 
are shown on the map on which the sites of the samples are 
indicated. 


APPENDICES 10 THE REPORT 


An interesting feature of the Report is a map showing, by 
means of lines, directions in which the volatile matter content 
remains steady and conversely directions of maximum change 
of this important characteristic. This isovol map presents in a 
striking and easily assimilated manner the varying character of 
the seam across the area. Among other things it shows clearly 
the effect of two dykes of igneous rock that cross the southern 
part of the field, changing by heat and chemical reaction the 
neighbouring coal. This effect is discussed at some length, 
with analytical figures, in an appendix. Another appendix 
deals with problems of correlation and includes microspore dis- 


tribution diagrams relating to a method of seam correlation by a ° 


study of the fossil plant spores separated from the coal in the 
laboratory. 


It is expected that such a comprehensive survey of a seam 
forming a well-known horizon over so wide an area will 
serve as a datum, simplifying and reducing the work neces- 
sary on other seams in this field.

ingagements of British seamen during the December 
quarter of 1937 increased by 2,826 (2:9 per cent.) as com- 
pared with a year earlier; this increase was principally due 
to a rise of 2,651 for British white seamen, whose pro- 
portion of the total engagements increased from 95-6 to 
95:7 per cent. There was also an increase (from 97:2 to 
97-4 per cent.) in the proportion of the total represented by 
British seamen as a whole. As in 1936, there was a con- 
tinuous increase quarter by quarter last year in the number 
of engagements of ‘‘ other seamen ”’ of British nationality. 
There was a large proportionate decrease last quarter, as 
compared with a year earlier, in the engagements of Chinese 
seamen, the number (159) being the lowest for any Decem- 
ber quarter on record. As a result, the number of engage- 
ments of foreign seamen was less by 108 (3-9 per cent.) than 
in the last quarter of 1936, though it slightly exceeded that 
in the fourth quarter of 1935. 


For the year 1937 as a whole, engagements of British 
seamen numbered 419,144 and exceeded those in 1936 by 
14,791 (3:7 per cent.). On the other hand, engagements of 
foreign seamen, which totalled 10,251 in 1937, decreased by 
68 (0-7 per cent.). Both numerically and as a proportion 
of the total engagements, the 1937 aggregates were for 
British seamen the highest, and for foreigners the lowest 
recorded in any of the three years for which comparable 
statistics are available. 


Increases were shown for all categories of British seamen 
except Chinese, while for foreign seamen decreases in 
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respect of Chinese and Arab seamen more than counter- 
balanced increases for white and other seamen. 


Of the foreign seamen selected for engagement during 
last year, 668 who had not previously served in British ships 
were subjected to a language test, and of these 623 (93-3 
per cent.) passed the test, the remainder being refused 
permission to sign as members of ships’ crews. In addition 
there were 926 re-examinations of foreign seamen, and 
among these only one failure to pass the test was recorded.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR OCTOBER 
1937 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of October and 
the four weeks ended 30 October 1937 show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of October 1937 was 108,230,790, a 
decrease compared with October 1936 of 1,151,683, or 1:1 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
decreased by 1,264,571, but those at standard or ordinary 
fares increased by 112,888. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season ticket holders) showed an increase of 
£172,630, or 4-2 per cent. If the railway undertakings of 
the London Passenger Transport Board be omitted, the 
figures show a decrease in journeys of 1,295,072, or 1-8 per 
cent., and an increase in receipts of £166,758, or 4-6 per 
cent. For all companies the receipts from passenger train 
traffic (including season tickets and parcels and miscel- 
laneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£172,605 more than in October 1936. In the four weeks 
ended 30 October 1937 the coaching train miles showed an 
increase of 535,694, or 2:3 per cent., as compared with the 
four weeks ended 31 October 1936. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 30 October 1937 was 
23,622,448, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1936 of 976,808 tons, or 4:3 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,840,796, an increase 
of £433,226, or 5-9 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 215,892 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, 
an increase of 2-0 per cent. The average train load in- 
creased from 128? to 1314 tons and the net ton miles per 
engine hour decreased from 468} to 463}.

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CENSUS OF ROAD VEHICLES IN GREAT 
BRITAIN 


The annual return issued by the Minister of Transport, 
giving statistics of licences for mechanically-propelled road 
vehicles current during the quarter ended 30 September 
1937, contains a new feature. Information has been 
obtained by the Minister showing the approximate ages of 
motor vehicles licensed last summer in four typical areas, 
Generally the figures indicate that about one-third of the 
vehicles in use were five years old or over. 

The return gives the number of private cars licensed 
during the September quarter as 1,798,105, which compares 
with 884,645 private cars licensed in the corresponding 
quarter of 1928, the first year of the census. This is an 
increase in nine years of 103 per cent. 

There was again a marked increase in the number of 
cars taxed on horse-power and of goods vehicles as compared 
with 1936. The figures for the principal classes of vehicles 
are as follows :—

The most notable increase among cars taxed on _ horse- 
power occurred in light cars of the 10 h.p. class which 
numbered 380,975, as compared with 304,939 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1936, an increase of 25 per cent. In 
the 8 h.p. class, which remained the most numerous, the 
total increased by 15 per cent. from 417,806 to 480,187, 
while the 12 h.p. cars advanced from 258,943 to 265,814. 
Among the higher powered cars, the 30 h.p. class increased 
from 14,186 to 17,837, or 26 per cent. 


Goops anpD Hackney VEHICLES 


The number of goods vehicles of all descriptions rose by 
19,695, or 4:3 per cent., as compared with the previous 
year, the largest increase being in the vehicles of from 2 to 
2} tons unladen weight. The number of six- and eight- 
wheeled goods vehicles decreased slightly from 11,475 to 
11,421. The figures show that the proportion of goods 
vehicles over 2 tons unladen weight fitted with pneumatic 
tyres increased from 97 per cent. in 1936 to 99 per cent. 
in 1937. 

Hackney vehicles with a seating capacity exceeding 26 
numbered 2,876 more, and those with a smaller seating 
capacity 3,119, less than in 1936. 

The return also summarises the numbers of mechanically- 
propelled vehicles of each class registered for the first time 
during the twelve months ended 30 September 1937 with 
comparable figures for the previous twelve months. The 
total newly registered was 486,269, an increase of 36,930.

£173,222,000, as compared with £121,733,000 in the corre.

£51,489,000, an advance of 42:3 per cent. Imports rose 
from £54,152,000 to £75,072,000, an increase of 38:6 per 
cent. In exports the rise was 45:2 per cent. from

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 


Christmas trade has been brisk at a number of points in 
these Colonies. 


In Barbados good rains have been experienced, with bene- 
ficial effect on the sugar canes. The coming sugar crop is 
now estimated at 105,000 tons. 

Since the recent floods the weather in Jamaica appears to 
have returned to normal. Damage to the railways and roads 
is estimated at £50,000 to £60,000. Banana exports for the 
year to the end of November at 25,502,364 stems showed an 
increase of 8,416,653 stems over the corresponding period 
of 1936. 

In Trinidad the reaping of the sugar crop is expected to 
start at the end of this month. The picking of the cocoa 
crop is now general, and a good return is expected. Coffee 
exports for the year to the end of October were 1,687,533 lbs., 
as compared with 863,027 lbs. for the corresponding period 
of 1936. The grape-fruit crop is proving very satisfactory ; 
pickings being 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. better than in 
1936. There is increasing activity in the oilfields; mineral 
oil exports in 1937 to October showed an increase of some 
55,360,000 gallons over the previous year’s figure of 
355,770,000 gallons. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, the com- 
ing nutmeg crop in Grenada should be a good one. The 
picking of the cocoa crop is not yet general. Banana pro- 
duction in St. Lucia to the end of November was 117,059 
stems. Exports of arrowroot from St. Vincent for the 
eleven months to November showed an increase of some 
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5,000 barrels over the previous year’s figure of 27,835 
barrels. 

In British Guiana the sugar crop is nearing completion, 
and grinding is almost finished on the majority of estates ; 
to the end of November approximately 177,000 tons of sugar 
had been made. An average rice crop has been harvested. 
Bauxite exports for the eleven months to the end of Novem- 
ber last showed an increase of some 128,000 tons over the 
previous year’s figure of 156,961 tons.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples to various United Kingdom 
and Continental ports between 6 and 12 January :—United 
Kingdom ports, 42,530 barrels, 110 half-barrels, 126,420 
boxes and 360 hampers; Continental ports, 16,400 barrels 
and 2,270 boxes. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to 4 January totalled 1,003,674 barrels, 51,109 
half-barrels and 1,985,036 boxes, as compared with 598,325 
barrels, 39,373 half-barrels, and 1,504,114 boxes during the 
corresponding period last season. 


NEWFOUNDLAND 


INDUSTRIAL IMPROVEMENT IN 1987 AND THE 
OUTLOOK 


With reference to the notice that appeared in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 6 January (pages 14-15) offering the 
assistance of the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, S.W.1, to firms desirous of extending their 
trade with Newfoundland or of initiating it, H,M. Trade 
Commissioner in Newfoundland and the Maritime Provinces 
of Canada writes that during 1937 there was a decided 
improvement generally in conditions in the Colony, and that 
with the exception of the fishing industry, upon which the 
economic structure of the country so largely depends, there 
was a marked improvement in all the major industries of 
the country. 

The principal of these are the two important paper- 
making companies, and continued activity at their mills 
contributed to the alleviation of the employment situation ; 
the lumber and pulp wood industry also showed signs of 
improvement. Improvement in the price of base metals 
resulted in the lead and zinc mines at Buchans being 
operated to capacity, and at the same time the iron mines 
on Bell Island secured contracts which constituted a record. 
Substantial increases in wages were made, with a conse- 
quent increase in purchasing power. 

As regards the fishing industry, special steps have been 
taken to reorganise it, particularly in regard to production 
standards, processing and methods of marketing, and a 
larger volume of business and more satisfactory prices have 
already resulted from the improved methods of marketing. 


The Trade Commissioner gives his opinion that the out- 
look for this year can be regarded as more promising than 
at any period since the inauguration of the Commission of 
Government nearly four years ago.

PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER 


According to the Monthly Trade Bulletin, No. 11, 1937, 
published by the Office of Statistics, Jerusalem, imports of 
merchandise for consumption totalled £P.1,384,427 in 
November last as compared with £P.1,432,298 in the pre- 
vious month and £P.1,450,350 in November 1936. Imports 
in November 1937 were therefore below those in November 
1936 by £P.65,923, or 4-5 per cent. They were, also, below 
the corresponding figure for November 1935 by £P.276,598, 
or 16-7 per cent.

As compared with October 1937 imports decreased by 
£P.47,871, or 3-3 per cent., while those of raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured showed a recession from 
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£P.206,169 to £P.135,125. Imports of wholly or mainly 
manufactured articles declined from £P.912,044 to 
£P.869,439—food, drink and tobacco, however, rose from 
£P.307,183 in October 1937 to £P.376,177 in the month 
under review. 


Export AND TRANSIT TRADE 


Exports of merchandise of domestic produce in November 
1937 totalled £P.536,247, as against £P.226,162 in October 
and £P.168,735 in November 1936. Exports in November 
1937 were therefore larger by £P.367,512, or 217-8 per cent., 
than in November 1936. They also surpass the 1935 figure 
for November, viz., £P.181,393, by £P.354,854, or 195-6 per 
cent. The rises in exports over November 1935 and 19386 are 
chiefly due to the increase in exports of citrus fruits. 

Re-exports in November 1937 of goods previously recorded 
as imports were valued at £P.40,123, as against £P.31,478 
in October and £P.112,407 in November 1936. 

Re-exports from bond totalled £P.5,154 in the month 
under review, as against £P.11,963 in October and £P.7,986 
in November 1936. 


The value of transit trade exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil, totalled £P.44,496, as compared with 
£P.95,932 in the previous month and £P.47,285 in Novem- 
ber 1936. 

Crude oi] in transit from Jraq via Haifa totalled 101,299 
tons in November 1937, as against 211,600 tons in October 
1937 and 163,809 tons in November 1936.

The Transvaal output of gold in December (26 working 
days) amounted to 994,693 fine ozs. with a value, including 
the premium, on the basis of £6 19s. 6d. per fine oz., of 
£6,937,984, compared with 970,030 fine ozs. with a value, 
on the basis of £7 1s. 6d. per fine oz., of £6,862,962 for 
December 1936 (26 working days). The average daily out- 
put increased 631 fine ozs. to 38,257. The number of natives 
employed decreased by 3,229 to 282,681. 


Railway earnings from 12 December to 8 January totalled 
£2,498,631, or £58,631 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings for the period 1 April to 8 January were 
£26,193,955, or about £1,534,000 above the estimate, com- 
pared with £24,832,495 for the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 


Recorp Maze Crop 


The Census returns for the 1937 maize crop indicate a 
record yield of 28,128,000 bags, which is approximately 
one million bags in excess of the official final crop estimate. 
Prices weakened slightly on the publication of the census 
figures but later, although the volume of business was small, 
the trend of the market was rather firmer as growers were 
reported to be withholding stocks owing to the backward 
condition of the new crop as a result of the adverse weather 
in the latter part of 1937. The latest quotations for the 
new season’s wheat are 23s. 6d. for buyers and 23s. 9d. 
for sellers. 


Woot, H1pss, Etc. 


Wool quotations are irregular and generally weaker, ex- 
cept for super-fine washing types, which remain fully firm. 
Shabby and inferior types are neglected. Selections at the 
first sales in 1938 at Port Elizabeth were poor and consisted 
chiefly of re-offered wools. Competition was mainly from 
Germany and France, but clearances were small. Press re- 
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ports indicate that from 17 January offerings at local 
markets will be rationed. Mohair is quiet and slightly 
easier. 


Hides are weaker. Merino skins are weaker in sympathy 
with wool. Coarse wools and cape skins are also lower, but 
Angoras are firm and prices for goatskins have improved 
about 5 per cent. in response to the strong demand. 


Ostrich feathers are unchanged. Wattlebark is slightly 
firmer. 


The wholesale and retail soft goods market is steady. The 
condition of the secondary industries is virtually unchanged 
and, on the whole, favourable.

FRANCE 
CEREAL IMPORTS: THE COLONIAL SHARE 


French trade returns received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade show that while there has been, between 
1913 and 1936, a marked decline in imports of cereals and 
similar products (though some of them, such as rice, wheaten 
flour, oatmeal, semolina, manioc, tapioca, show considerable 
increases), imports of these commodities from French 
colonies and protectorates have largely increased in all cases 
except oats. The following table shows the percentages of 
total imports of certain important foods into France fur- 
nished by the oversea possessions in 1913 and 1936 :—

CONVENTION FOR FACILITATING THE 
INTERNATIONAL CIRCULATION OF FILMS OF

RATIFICATION BY POLAND : 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 11 March 1937 (page 377), the Board of 
Trade are informed by the Secretariat of the League of 
Nations that the instrument of ratification of the above 
Convention was deposited by Poland on 25 September 1937. 

This ratification is subject to the reservation provided for 
in Article IX. 


NEW ZEALAND—NETHERLANDS 
TRADE ARRANGEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received cabled advice to the 
effect that a trade arrangement between New Zealand and 
the Netherlands was concluded on 14 January 1938 by an 
Exchange of Notes. 


Under the arrangement, New Zealand extends most- 
favoured-nation treatment to Netherlands goods covered by 
Tariff Items 76, Cigars; 121 (1), Medicinal preparations ; 
338 (1) to (8) inclusive and (10), Electrical machinery and 
appliances other than wireless broadcast receiving sets; 
352, Industrial machinery; and 397 (6), Kalsomine, dis- 
tempers, in powder form, on importation into New Zealand. 
Netherlands goods covered by these Tariff Items are there- 
fore now dutiable at the reduced rates accorded to most- 
favoured-nation countries under the New Zealand-Belgium 
Trade Arrangement (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
10 September 1936 (page 379) ) and the New Zealand- 
Germany Trade Agreement (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’? of 21 October 1937 (page 556) ). 


The Netherlands on their part will permit the importa- 
tion of 1,400 metric tons of New Zealand fresh apples during 
March to June each year at a reduced monopoly fee of 
2 cents per gross kilo and grant a quota of 1,000 metric 
tons per annum in respect of raw animal fats. 


The above information, having been received by cable, is 
subject to amendment.

1. Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 1 Order, 1938, 
dated 18 January 1938, made by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a quota pay- 
ment at the rate of 4:8 pence per hundredweight or 1s. per 
sack of 280 lbs., must be made to the Wheat Commission 
in respect of imported flour as defined in Section 20 of the 
Act entered for home consumption or home use as from 
23 January 1938. The address of the Wheat Commission is 
10, Smith Square, London, S.W.1. 


2. Section 6 of the Act provides that no entry of such 
flour for home consumption or home use may be signed 
by an Officer of Customs and Excise except on production 
and surrender to him of a receipt in the prescribed form 
for the amount of quota payments payable in respect of the 
flour. 

The form of receipt is prescribed by the Bye-Laws made 
by the Wheat Commission under the Act, and must be pro- 
duced and surrendered to the proper officer of Customs and 
Iixcise when an entry for home use or a warrant for delivery 
for home consumption is presented in respect of flour as 
defined. 


3. Section 6 of the Act also requires that the exporter 
or shipper of any flour intended for exportation or ship- 
ment as stores shall enter the flour before exportation or 
shipment thereof. This requirement applies to flour as 
defined, whether home milled or imported. 


4. Further particulars will be found in Notice No. 223, 
which may be obtained at any Custom House.

PROHIBITED IMPORTS REGULATIONS: 
MODIFICATION OF LICENSING SYSTEM 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 30 December 1937 (page 
839), the High Commissioner for Australia has received 
telegraphic advice to the effect that the following further 
classes of goods subject to the Prohibited Imports Regula- 
tions* will be freely licensed, irrespective of country of

(FY(10), and (@)(2). 
Brooms, whisks and mops. 
Weighing machines classifiable under Tariff Item 173, 
except personal weighing machines. 
Motor cycle and side-car parts. 


MARKING OF BRUSHWARE 


The Australian Commerce (Imports) Regulations require 
brushware imported into the Commonwealth to bear a trade 
description, applied in a prominent position and in as per- 
manent a manner as practicable to the goods, setting out 
in prominent and legible characters (a) the name of the 
country of origin, and (b) the nature of the material or 
materials (e.g. ‘‘ Hair,’’ ‘‘ Bristle,’’ ‘‘ Fibre,’”’ etc.) of 
which the brush, other than the handle or stock, is com- 
posed. 


The Comptroller-General of Customs, Canberra, has re- 
cently pointed out that shipments of brushware have been 
arriving in Australia either not marked at all or marked 


in a manner not complying with the Regulations. 


For example, some brushes have been imported bearing the 
prescribed marking between the centre row of bristles. This 
is not considered to be ‘‘a prominent position ’’ within the 
meaning of the Regulations. 


The Comptroller-General of Customs has, therefore, 
notified that brushware imported into Australia will not 
be delivered by the Customs unless it bears the particulars 
prescribed by the Regulations in reasonably prominent 
lettering in a position in which the marking is readily dis- 
cernible on a casual inspection of the goods. 


CANADA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’ of 14 October 1937 (page 520), under the above 
heading, the Board of Trade have received a copy of a 
Memorandum (Series D, No. 47 T.C. 10 Rev.), dated 
5 January 1938, issued by the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue, which states that by Orderi in-Council 
(P.C. 3206), dated 29 December 1937, Tariff Item No. 827 
relating to coal-tar benzol, when imported by refiners of

the outside and in a visible place on each unit placed on

The Law also authorises the Director of Industry of the 
Department of Agriculture to determine before 10 May, 
the specifications in regard to weight, size, unit and packing 
of industrial products of prime necessity sold to the public. 
Special attention is to be given to the specifications of those 
articles of Cuban manufacture of national importance, with 
the object of developing national industry and defending it 
against unfair competition. Once these specifications have 
heen fixed, they will be applied to similar imported products.

TEMPORARY ADDITIONAL 


IMPORT DUTIES 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 9 December 1937 (page 765), regarding the pro- 
posed temporary imposition, for a period of one year as 
from 1 January 1938, of additional Customs duties on 
certain goeds imported into Iceland, H.M. Consul-General 
now reports that, by virtue of a Law recently enacted by 
the Icelandic Parliament, the additional duties in question 
came into force, subject to certain minor amendments, on 
1 January 1938. These amendments include the exemption 
from the additional duties of coal, salt, fertilisers, fencing 
material and paraffin. 


The Law further provides for an increase of 11 per cent. 
on all taxes, duties and other payments payable to the 
Icelandic Treasury during 1938, including, inter alia, the 
temporary additional percentual duties payable on imported 
goods. 


During the year 1938, the Icelandic Government is autho- 
rised to repay to fishing steamers the specific duty levied on 
coal used for salt fishing and to abandon the collection of 
the import duty on salt, provided that corresponding emolu- 
ments are granted to the owners by the local body con- 
cerned. In the event of the exercise of this authority, 
however, the Government is authorised to raise the increase 
of taxes and duties (mentioned in the preceding paragraph) 
from 11 per cent. to 12 per cent. 


A translation of the Law giving full details of the various 
classes of goods which are subject to the new duties and 
those which are exempt therefrom, may be inspected by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1.

The effect of the Order 
is to extend the licence system introduced for imports 
of rice, wheat and wheat flour in August 1936. 


For a period of one year from the enforcement of the 
Order, permits for exports of maize and castor seed, and for 
imports of rice, wheat and wheat flour, sugar, leaf tobacco 
and manufactured tobacco, and soda ash must be obtained 
from the Minister of Economy.

DUTIES INCREASED 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City reports, by tele- 
graph, that a Decree, dated 30 December, published in the

Standard Specification for Change-over Switches for Emer- 
gency Lighting Systems (B.S.S. No. 764-1937). 

In view of the increasing use of emergency lighting in 
places of public entertainment, hospitals and other buildings, 
where it is essential that the total extinction of lights should 
never be experienced, a need was felt for a specification to 
ensure that the switch or contactor employed for changing 
over the whole or part of the main electric supply to a 
battery should be reliable in operation. In the past manual 
operation of the switch has been largely depended upon, 
particularly in places of public entertainment, as the licensing 
authorities have not been satisfied that an automatic device 
would, in fact, operate satisfactorily and automatically in 
the event of the failure of the main electric supply. With a 
view to ensuring reliability of automatic switches, therefore, 
a British Standard Specification has been published, and the 
Home Office, London County Council and other interested 
bodies have co-operated in its preparation. This Specifica- 
tion, B.S.S. No. 764-1937, applies to automatic change-over 
switches or contactors employed in conjunction with storage 
batteries or other alternative source of supply to provide 
means of changing the “‘ safety lights”? automatically from 
the normal supply to the alternative source. The specifica- 
tion is of interest to all those responsible for the design or 
maintenance of emergency lighting system as employed in 
such premises as haapiiels, railway stations, concert halls, 
theatres, cinemas, generating stations and other places where 
a non-failing supply is required.

A Standard Definition of Radio Interference (B.S.S. No. 
800-1937). 

Almost every owner of a radio receiver must be familiar 
with the annoyance that can be caused by the operation of 
certain types of electrical equipment in the neighbourhood of 
the receiver. This annoyance, which is usually referred to 
as radio interference, can be eliminated, or at any rate miti-

gated, by various means, usually involving the use of cop. 
densers and/or chokes in association with the machine oy 
appliance causing the trouble. 

A British Standard Specification for Suppression Devices 
was issued some time ago as B.S.S. No. 613-1935, and the 
method of measuring the amount of iftetference produced 
was described in B.S8.S. No, 727, which was issued early jp 
1937. 

In practice, however, much remains to be done as regards 
the fitting of suppression devices to machines and appliances 
capable ot causing interference. In many cases the failure tg 
fit suppressors or to redesign the equipment has been due to 
the absence of an authoritative definition of what constitutes 
radio interference from the point of view of the annoyance 
experienced by the listener. It has not been practicable for 
manufacturers to advertise their products as being “ radio 
interference free ’’ until there has been a standard which could 
be used as a criterion as to whether or not the appliance was 
adequately free from interference. Such a standard has now 
been set up by the British Standards Institution in ¢. 
operation with the Post Office, the B.B.C. and many other 
interests, and has been promulgated as B.S.S. No. 800-1937, 
British Standard Specification for the Limits of Radio 
Interference. 

This specification prescribes the limits of the magnitude, 
duration and frequency of occurrence of interference-producing 
voltages and/or electric fields as measured at any frequency 
within the range 200 to 1,500 ke. (wave-length 1,500 to 200 
metres) at the terminals of, and/or in close proximity to, 
electrical appliances and plant which are deemed to be “‘ radio. 
interference free.’’ 

The specification also states that a mark is being protected 
under Section 62 of the Trade Marks Act, and that the use of 
this mark will denote compliance with the specification and 
will be permitted to manufacturers who obtain the necessary 
licences from the British Standards Institution.

Vertical Multitubular Boilers. 

A further specification in the series now in course of pre- 
paration for land boilers and boiler fittings, accessories and 
piping has just been issued. This specification (Cylindrical 
Vertical Multitubular Boilers, B.S.S. No. 761) deals with 
cylindrical vertical multitubular boilers of the smoke-tube and 
water-tube types. In general form it is similar to specifications 
previously issued for Lancashire and Cornish Boilers (B.S.S. 
537) Multitubular Horizontal Dryback and Waste Heat 
Boilers (B.S.8. 609) and Vertical Cross Tube Boilers (B.8.S. 
665). 

tt is required, unless otherwise specified, that the boilers 
shall be complete with mountings, chimney, damper and fur- 
nace fittings to operate as independent units when hand-fired 
under natural draught. 

The specification provides for construction and workman- 
ship, scantlings, inspection and testing, while separate material 
specifications are included, dealing with steel plates, rivets 
and bars, tubes and uptakes. Very careful precautions have 
been included governing the construction of fusion-welded 
fireboxes and uptakes. 

The rules for scantlings are applicable only to boilers con- 
structed throughout under independent supervision and when 
working under average normal conditions of draught, good 
feed-water, and adequate maintenance supervision. It is recom- 
mended that when conditions are adverse, e.g. abnormal 
evaporation, bad feedwater, exposure to the elements, or where 
neglect is anticipated or inevitable, that the minimum scant- 
lings found by calculation should be increased. Apart from 
the foregoing, the specification is comprehensive and complete 
and, while the required alternatives must be selected, the 
appendices in the specification render this a simple matter. 

Further specifications in the projected series are in course 
of preparation for water tube boilers, loco type boilers and 
heating boilers, whilst other specifications are being pre- 
pared for mountings and piping installations.

application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, ete., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of

already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 

should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
